separate contracb being given out for 
the erection of the scaffolding before 
the building was commenced ? Wo do 
not wish to be understood as seeking 
to throw any obstaclo in the way of 
the letting of the contract to-day; but 
if the Chief Commissioner uttered the 
truth in the House it has become his 
duty to give intending bidders the 
benefit of the information lie is possess- 
ed of. We hope that he has pointed 
out the weak spots in the dam, speci- 
fied the number and position of the 
wormeaten piles (especially the one 
from which the piece he exhibited in 
the House was cut), and has verified 
his assertion that " the dam will fall to 
pieces when the water has been pumped 
out." One weak spot, one break, 
means ruin to the cofferdam contractor; 
for not only is he required to repair 
the daru, but ho is liable for four years 
for all losses and damages the contrac- 
tor for tlie Drydock may sustain in the 
breaking or leaking of tho Cofferdam. 
Tt will be readily seen, therefore, 
if Mr. Walkem in his official capacity 
has withheld from tho parties who may 
tender to day the information he pos- 
sesses as to the weak spots and the 
wormeaten piles, of tho existence of 
which his words in tho House show 
he is well informed, that in the event 
of a disaster the Cofferdam contractor 
will not only be relieved from respon- 
sibility, but may have a good case in 
law against the Chief Commissioner 
for concealing the true state of the 
dam. These are important points 
which we hope tho Government and 
their supporters and intending contrac- 
tors will weigh well to-day. Were the 
members of the Government men of 
ordinary capacity months ago they 
would have put on a gang of men and 
finished the dam in six -weeks. Tenders 
by this time for tho Drydock should be 
in and the main work well under- 
weigh. But so utterly helpless have 
the Ministers shown themselves to be 
that the public are curious to seo what 
a Government which lias squandered 
over §200,000 without having yet built 
a Cofferdam will next do about the 
Drydock.

THE GOVERNMENT AXD THE 
COFFERDAM. 

It is now more than a year ago that 
Messrs. Beaven and Walkem, by reck- 
less misrepresentations of the acts of 
the Elliott Ministry and prodigal 
promises of what great things they 
would do if they obtained office, suc- 
ceeded in imposing upon tho majority 
of the too-confiding electors. With a 
record of the most gross extravagance, 
and with conclusive evidence of their 
incapacity when in power before, we 
did not cease to warn the people of tho 
dangers they would run and the in- 
juries they would sustain if they took 
such greedy office-seekers and political 
quacks at their own valuation.

Whether is it kept 
locked up in the vaults of the Treasury 
or is being put out at interest by the 
Michael Reese of the establishment 
not a soul knows but the members of 
the Government. What tho people see 
is that not a single dollar of it is being 
expended on public works of advantage 
to this Province. Even the friends of 
the Ministry are forced to admit that 
it has done nothing ; and if asked what 
it intends to do are compelled tn con- 
fess that they havo 110 idea and their 
opinion is that the Ministry is in the 
same predicament.

completed; the extension of time allow- 
ed by Mr. Vernon had terminated. 
There was, according to Mr, Beaven's 
nine months' estimate for the original 
contract, a little more than four 
months' work to complete it. They 
have been in office now over one year 
and we ask, is it finished? Is it being 
finished? Has it not for many months 
been at a standstill? Like the dog in 
the manger the Government would not 
do it itself and it prevented the con- 
tractor doing it. It preferred to do 
nothing and was too indolent and toe- 
apathetic even to consider what was 
best to be done. The fact is transpar- 
ent that at the time Mr. Beaven dis- 
honored Mr. Walkem's order on tho 
Treasury the condition of the Cofler- 
dam contract had not been dealt with 
at all in Executive. This seems almost 
incredible; but it is clearly true. Had a 
decision been come to not to pay the 
contractor any more money under the 
terms of the contract as the work pro- 
gressed, and not until the dam was 
finished, the engineer would have re- 
ceived official instructions not to grant 
certificates of progress on which the 
eontraotor could draw, and Mr. Walk- 
em would not have given a requisition 
for thousands of dollars upon tho 
Treasury to be refused payment by his 
subordinate. Upon all sides we hear 
it said that it is simply disgraceful that 
a Ministry should fritter away its time 
from day toxlay, from month to month, 
until a year has passed and nothing 
done; that a Premier should waste all \ 
his time fussing over the pettiest ami j 
most frivolous details to the complete 
neglectof matters of weight and moment 
affecting the welfare and progress of 
the country. But so it is. Not until j 
we gave expression to public indigna- 
tion at tho continued stoppage of the 
Cofferdam did the Government make 
the slightest movement in the matter. 
It was only after our editorials ap- 
peared that an advertisement (since 
altered without comment) crept into 
the Government organ calling for the 
completion and maintenance, and re- 
moval four years hence, of the Coffer 
dam. From many quarters we learn 
from practical men emphatic disapprov- 
al of this course. Most, if not all, of 
our leading, responsible contrac- 
tors decline to have anything 
to do with it except at what they 
frankly admit are exorbitant figures, 
as they consider it altogether a gambl- 
ing piece of work. Some of them are 
aware, and ail should be, that during 
last session Mr. Walkem was busily ' 
engaged in obtaining evidence and that 
he a&aerled that the Cofferdam was 
badly built; that the piles were rotten 
and wormeaten, and that the whole 
concern would tumblo to pieces as soon 
aa the water was pumped out and the 
dam subjected to the pressure of the 
first high tide. On ore occasion the 
Premier produced before the House the 
»md of a pile, honeycombed by tho marine 
worm, and declared that it was a fair 
sample of the piles which had been 
driven for the dam. The identical 
piece of wood that served to point Mr. 
Walkem's argument so well on that 
occasion may* now be seen in the gut- 
ter not far from the Adelphi corner. 
We have always held that the contract 
for the dam should not have been let 
at all. It should have been made the 
business of the contractors for the dry- 
dock to build, maintain and remove 
their own dam.

A Mystory. 



On the 19th ult,, tho steamer Western 
Slope left here for Fort Wrangel unci way 
ports, and amongst her pa.ssengors were 
four men nnmod Mclntyre, Seoley, Brad- 
tihaw and Murphy, who had boon pre- 
viously engaged by Capt. Mooro to cut 
wood on one of the islands lying off tho 
northwest oast. The men were landod 
safely on the island and worked for se- 
veral days, but Sceley, Bradshaw and 
Murphy became discontented with their 
occupation and resolved to relinquish it. 
In tho horizon they discerned what thoy 
behoved to bo tho mainland, and judging 
it was only about 5 miles distant, thoy 
built a dug-out, hoping that they would 
he able to reach one of the fishing estab- 
lishments on tho coast. They put to sea 
leaving Mclntyre in charge of their blan- 
kets, spare clothing, etc., and have not 
Binco been heard of. Mclntyre returned 
on board tho stoamor Western Slopo in 
company with a man named Hogan and 
lived with him until a day or two ago. A 
strange circumstance in connection with 
the affair is that nothing was said about it 
by either of these men until Mclntyre 
left Hogan 's cabin. Immediately they 
soparated Hogan made a statement to the 
effect that Mclntyre has been trying to 
sell the blankets. This Mclntyre em- 
phatically denies and says that he believes 
his former companions reached tho fish- 
ery in safety. On the other hand Hogan 
maintains that the fishery, instead of be- 
ing 6, was 40 miles distant from the 
island and that to reach it the men would 
have to pass through swift and dangerous 
currents. He thinks it very improbable 
that they have arrived there. The miss- 
ing men belonged to the United States 
and had been in this Province only a 
short time previous to going North.

Agricultural. 

It may be granted that a stable wel- 
iilled with large, showy Dutch or short 
horn cows, is a very pleasing exhibi 
tioiL But when wo come to figure up 
tho cost of the product, it may be a 
question if tho samo amount of food 
were expended upon an equally good- 
looking herd of Ayrshiros, the milk 
might not ln> more cheaply produced. 

Hons should not bo allowed to dis- 
turb the sitters by laying in their nests. 
Broken eggs and a bad hatch will re- 
sult. If the sitting lion cannot be iso- 
lated in any way, cover her with an 
empty coop, basket or box, lioing care- 
ful to have hor come oil' every day for 
feed, water, exercise and dust bath. 

A poultry brooder says farmers will 
feed a bushel of corn to produce six 
pounds of pork, worth 00 cents, while 
this bushel would keep a hen. She 
would lay at least t welve dozen of eggs, 
which, averaging IS cents a dozen, 
would equal 19, ami she would rear 
a brood of chickens worth as much 
more, making a total of near $5. 

A most valuable remedy for heaves, 
and said to bo a sure cure: Forty su- 
mac buds, one pound of resin, ono pint 
of ginger, half a pound of mustard, 
one pint of unslackcd lime, ono pound 
of epsom salts, four ounces of gum 
guiacutn, six ounces of cream of tartar. 
Mix thoroughly and divide into thirty 
powders, and give one every morning 
in their feed, before watering. 

Prickly comfrey is recommended for 
the feeding and fattening of all farm 
stock and for increasing tho milk of 
cows; it grows more rapidly and luxur- 
iantly than any other green soiling 
plant, producing live or six crops of 
fifteen to twenty tons each per aero 
each season. To teach stock to eat it, 
confine them, and, fasting over night, 
prepare a mixed chopped feed of com- 
frey leaves and hay, grass, corn, fod- 
der or like palatable food. Sprinkle 
with tneal or bran and a little salt. 

Fruit farming is largely on tho in- 
crease both in England and Scotland, 
the novelty of strawberry farming on 
an extensivo scnlo having been going 
on for some time in the latter country. 
On tiie Muir of Blair, an extensivo 
tract of land lying between Blairgow- 
rie nnd Coupor- Angus, there is a com- 
munity of about seventy-five straw- 
berry farmers who earn a living for 
themselves and families at the business 
of strawberry growing. The fruit is 
usually sold en masse to the preservers, 
and in some years as much as £46 an 
acre has been realized by the sale ; but 
the average income from a Scottish 
strawberry farm is seldom more than 
,£'27 an acre. 

The largest cultivated wheat farm 
on the globe is said to be the Grondin 
farm, not far from the town of Fargo, 
Dakota. It embraces some 40,000 
acres, both Government and railway 
land, and lies close to the Red River. 
Divided into four parts, it has dwell- 
ings, granaries, machine shops, eleva 
tor, stables for 200 horses, and room 
for storing 1,000,000 bushels of grain. 
Besides the wheat farm, there is a 
stcok farm of 20,000 acres. In seed- 
ing time, 70 to 80 men are employed, 
and (luring harvest 250 to 300 men. 
Seeding begins about April 9th, and 
continues through the month, and is 
done very systematically, tho machines 
following one another around the field 
some i rods apart. Cutting begins 
about August 8th and ends the fore 
part of September, succeeded by tho 
thrashing, with eight steam thrashers. 
After thrashing the stubble ground is 
ploughed with groat ploughs, drawn by 
three horses and cutting two furrows, 
and this goes on until the weather is 
cold enough to freeze, usually about 
November 1st. There are many other 
largo farms in the Territory. The aver- 
age yield of the Dakota wheat farm is 
from twenty to twenty-five bushels per 
acre.

• UNITED STATES. 
Memphis, Tenn., July 10. — Tho 
Board of Health this morning issued 
the following orders: "To tho people of 
Memphis, we would say, quietly re- 
movo your families to a place of safety 
until we can at least see whether the 
few cases of yellow fever will assume 
an epidemic form. To tho poople along 
the lines of different- routes of travel 
wo say there can be no possible danger 
of infection for ninny clays to come." 
Five new cases are reported this morn- 
ing and one death, an infant of Judgo 
D. R. Ray, of the criminal court, who 
together with another son is pros- 
trated with the disease. A perfect 
stampede of citizens is in progress, 
trains being unable to carry away hun- 
dreds who are ready to leave. 

FRANCE. 
Pauls, July 10. — Permission has 
b?en refused Marshals Certain, Canro- 
bert and Leboof and Admiral Lograuiro 
to attend tho funeral of tho Prince im- 
perial. Prince Jeromo Bonaparto has 
already virtually assumed tho attitude 
of Chief of Imperialists. 

RUSSIA. 
St. Petkhsbubg, July 10, —The 
Russians have sent a force of 200 Cos- 
sacks against the Chineso raiders at 
Kuldja. The Cossacks, however, hoar- 
ing of the assemblage of a vastly sup- 
erior force of Chinese, retreated. It is 
not doubted the Russians are about to 
develop a military demonstration to- 
wards the Kuldja froutier on a very 
large scale. Thousands of workmen 
havo been engaged several weeks on 
tho works designed to cause Oxus river 
to return to its anciont bed so as to 
establish easy water communication 
between the Caspian Sea and tho 
regions bordering on Afghanistan. 



GREAT BRITAIN. 
Londo.v, July 10. — John Jostph 
Mechi, the noted scientific agricultural- 
ist, writes" tne IHmes as follows: An- 
other weok of flooding storms and low 
temperature has put the finishing stroke 
to the agricult ural disaster. It is now 
too late for crops to recover. Thoy 
are considerably injured even on well- 
farmed and drained lands, whilo on ill- 
farmed and undrained lands the mat- 
ter is simply ruinous. Wheat will suf- 
fer less than spring crops, weeding is 
hopeless, and unless we got promised 
hot, dry weather many grass and clover 
crops and even pease will rot ungather- 
ed.

The person having left tho House again 
returned, when a stormy discussion 
ensued. He finally withdrew.

A. verdict of manslaughter has been 
returned at Liverpool against a woman 
for shocking cruelty to her dying hus- 
band. As he lay in bed she used ter- 
ribly foul language to him, dragged 
him and shook him, and then pulled 
him out of the bed by the feet and into 
another room, where she continued her 
abuse. She was removed by a police- 
man and put of the house, but got in 
through the back door, and repeated 
her abuse of the dying man, who breath- 
ed his last an hour afterwards. 

Experiments havo been made with 
one of the four 100-ton guns which have 
been purchased by tho Government 
from Sir William Armstrong at a cost 
of .£1 G, 000 each. The gun on its car 
complete, as seen at Woolwich, repre- 
sented an outlay of .£25,000, and the 
total mass weighed 170 tons, the 
cartridgo consisting of 110 lbs. of cubo 
powder. Tho projectile, which weighed 
2,010 lb., on being fired broke up. A 
velocity of 1,590 feet per second was 
registered. 

A question is to be asked the Secretary 
of State for War as to whether he sees 
any objection to permit all ranks of the 
army — following the example of his 
Royal Highness tho Field- Marshal 
Command ing-in-Chief, Field-Marshal 
his Royal Highness the Prince of 
Wales, his Serene Highness the Prince 
of Saxe-Weimar, commanding the 
Southern district, and of the ollicers 
and men of the Royal Navy — to wear 
their beards. 

At Manchester an inquest was held 
on the body of a female named Annie 
Spencer, and evidence was given show- 
ing that death is in a great measure due 
to her having used a hair-dye for the 
purpose of turning her black hair into 
a golden hue. 

A telegram from the Paris cor- 
respondent of the Times says: — "The 
initiative committee for the considera- 
tion of a proposal to enforce a diminu- 
tion of the hours of labour in factories 
from twelve to ten hours has decided 
in its favour. " 

A press telegram to the Provincial 
papers says:— "In Parliamentary circles 
tho current talk is about the prospect 
of a dissolution. It is pretty r confid- 
ently asserted that if the Zulu war is 
terminated satisfactorily we may expect 
a dissolution this autumn. Against 
this is put the well known feeling of 
members in favour of continuing an- 
other session, and this is intensified at 
present by tho tightness of money, 
which would prevent many of them 
from appealing to their constituents. 
Should tho result of the appeal to the 
country be in favour of the Govern- 
ment, there is a rumour that it is not 
unlikely Lord Cairns will be Pirmo 
Minister, Lord Beaconsfield retaining 
a seat in the Cabinet." 

Tho Saturday Heview says: — "The 
last, and perhaps, as he himself thought, 
the crowning triumph of Baron Lionel 
De Rothschild's life was to win the 
Derby. To win tho Derby is a great 
glory to any one, and the Rothschild's 
could scarcely have done anything bet- 
ter adapted to ensure their popularity 
than to show that thoy could succeed in 
racing as well as in everything else." 

On the 13th June, the last vestige of 
Temple Bar ft-as removed. 

Thesaleof theHandelian relics lasted 
four days and realized only £1,738, 
the genuineness of some of the articles 
being doubted. 

Tho number of militia regiments 
called out for training this year is 
157, viz., 97 in England and Wales, 16 
in Scotland, and 44 in Ireland. 

Says the Pall Mall Gazette:— The 
Bank of Russia announces that the new 
forced loan has been covered two and 
a half times. The announcement will 
deceive nobody. If foreign subscribers 
are so anxious to obtain 5 per cent, 
stock on which the interest is payable 
in paper, how is it that they havo not 
raised the old stocks payable in gold to 
to a higher price! And how is it, we 
would further ask, that all the great 
financial houses in Europe, who pre- 
sumably know their own business, have 
persisted for fifteen months in refus- 
ing to bring out a foreign loan. 

A revolting case of child murder oc- 
cupied the attention of the High Court 
of Justiciary in Edinburgh. A woman 
who had been employed on a Kirkcud- 
brightshire farm having been delivered 
of a child, killed it and cut it into 
pieces, after which she tried to conceal 
her crime by throwing the remains in- 
to an adjoining loch. She was charged 
with wilful murder, but was found 
guilty of culpable homicide and sen- 
tenced to five years' penal servitude. 

General Ghourko is said to have ex- 
pelled from St. Petersburg no fewer 
than 20,000 persons unprovided with 
passports, and accordingly not entitled 
to live in the capital. A similar ex- 
pulsion has taken place at Odessa, and 
in other large towns placed under mili- 
tary control. By a decree of the Min- 
ister of the Interior, vagrants, beggars, 
and people without visiblo means of 
subsistence, instead of being sent to 
their nativo places as hitherto, will 
henceforth be bundled off to Siberia, or 
as it has been called Nihilaria. A few 
weeks ago Count Nicolai Koskool, who 
is connected with the leading families 
in St. Petersburg, went on a journey to 
Germany, and in the afternoon follow- 
ing his return ho left his house with 
the intention of visiting his solicitor. 
Nothing has been heard of him since 
and all endeavors to trace his where- 
abouts have proved fruitless. The sup- 
position is that he has been kidnapped 
by the Nihilists as a hostage on behalf 
of the revolutionists condemned to 
death at Kiev. Koskool is a near con- 
nection of General Ghourko. Tho 
Nihilists already have ono such hos- 
tage, General Wahl, governor of Khar- 
kov, who was spirited away tho day 
after he assumed charge of Krapotkin's 
duties. Recently the government re- 
ceived a letter from him ; saying that 
his captors were about to hang him as 
a reprisal for the execution of Dubrd- 



A rather amusing incident occurred 
when the Danube was off* Algoa. One 
of the woman passangers was so ex- 
cited by the sight of tho heavy sea and 
surf that she was about to traverse in 
landing that sho actually forgot her 
baby and left it on board. It was not 
discovered for some time. The ship 
signalled a shore boat, and in the 
meantime the Prince Imperial calmed 
its squallings by dangling it about, and 
eventually put it safely into tho boat. 

Quite lately the contents of Ganner- 
gate Hall, near Middlehorough, were 
brought under the hammer. Its late 
proprietor, John Vaughan (of tho fam- 
ous firm of Bolckow, Vaughan, &. Co.), 
died in 18G8 t leaving Gunnergato Hall 
and half a million to his son. Eight 
years after Thomas Vaughan was a 
bankrupt. The billiard room of Gun- 
nergate Hall is said to have cost from 
i.'30,000 to £40,000. In the smok- 
ing-room the spittoons cost §20 each. 
In some of the rooms tho leather cov- 
erings of the soats cost £1S per yard, a 
single fire-place cost £2,000, and the 
owner's bedstead £1,500. 

Indignation is manifested in Dub- 
lin over tho discovery that the Mooro 
statue there is made of zinc instead of 
bronze. The rain has got in through 
a crack in the head, and the statuo is 
now half full of water. 

It is stated that the Countess of 
Lonsdale's photograph (on tho sale of 
which it is freely reported she has re- 
ceived a royalty) has at length been 
withdrawn from London shop windows. 
This is likely to have been at tho in- 
stance of her brother, Lord Pembroke, 
who refused to attend the wedding, 
and to whom tho doings of her husband 
and her self have been matters of un- 
mitigated disgust. 



A Torrific Scone In Parliament. 



A terrific scene occurrod in Parlia- 
ment on the 12th Juno, arising out of a 
question put by the member of Dun- 
garven regarding the alleged slaughter 
of Zulus by the British troops after 
the battle at Kambula Hill. Mr. 
O'Donnell asked the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies whether his attention 
had been directed to certain South 
African correspondence, in which it 
was stated that after the battle of 
Kambula the defeated Zulus, exhaust- 
ed with fatigue, fell in hundreds upon 
the ground, begging for mercy from 
thoir pursuers, "but were shot, stabbed, 
or sabred where they lay," and that 
even though some of them had smeared 
themselves with blood in order to ap- 
pear to be wounded and appealed for 
quarter, they wero mercilessly put to 
death; whether he had seen an extract 
from the letter of a soldier engaged in 
the same fight at Kambula, in which it 
was avowed that, "On March the 30th, 
the' day after the battle, about eight 
miles from camp,, we found about 500 
wounded, most of them mortally, and 
begging for mercy's sake not to kill 
them; but they got no chance after 
what they had done to our comrades at 
Isandula;" and whether operations in 
South Africa wero being conducted by 
the British troops according to the 
usages of civilization. Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach, pale with passion at the 
allegations, simply and scornfully ex- 
pressed his astonishment that a mem- 
ber of the House could for a moment 
believe that his countrymen who were 
fighting on the other side of the world 
in defence of their country's interest 
were conducting tho strife in accord- 
ance with methods that wore other than 
those recognized by civilized countries. 
The sharpness of the reply, and the 
precision with which the language was 
delivered, again brought up Mr. O'Don- 
nell, who raised a short oratorical skir- 
mish by moving the adjournment of 
the House. He accused Sir Michael of 
giving unsatisfactory and evasive an- 
swers. This he attempted to qualify 
by asserting that the Colonial Socretary 
was only a channel through whom the 
intentions of the Government were 
communicated to the House, and that 
he was in name, but not perhaps in 
conscience, responsible for the delibera- 
tely misleading information it was his 
duty to convey. There were loud pro- 
tests over this; but Mr. O'Donnell cares 
very little about protests, and so held 
on his way till his mind was relieved. 
He raised a laugh by protesting that 
he had simply appeased his conscience 
by bringing forward the question in the 
terms ho had done. His declaration 
led up to the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer who warmly protested against 
the system which was extending of 
moving the adjournment of tho House 
and thereby raising unexpected debates. 
Referring to what he called the extra- 
ordinary language of Mr. O'Donnell, 
he, amid cheers of the Conservative 
benches, advised Sir Michael to take no 
notico of that but let it drift into the 
oblivion of contempt. Mr. Dillwyn's 
excitable nature was roused by this. 
Ho defended Mr. O'Donnell by implic- 
ation, and hinted that tho Colonial 
Secretary had hinisolf unwisely brought 
the storm about his own ears. Wh ■ 
matters had attained this pitch, Mr. 
Newdegate lectured the Obstructionists 
upon the error of their evil courses. 
Some oil was thrown on the troubled 
waters by Mr. Forster, who administ- 
ered a mild rebuke to Sir Hicks-Beach 
for the unnecessary heat of his reply. 
Sir Michael met this by declaring that 
he had been moved to wrath by the un- 
just and altogether unwarrantable in- 
sinuation which had been conveyed 
against British soldiers in Mr. O'Don- 
nell's question.
